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That which lis claimed: 

1 . A method for prepaid communications, comprising: 

creditmg a user account with prepaid credit; 

detecting a predefined condition associated with a communications 

connfiKJtion and deducting the cost of the communications connection 

from tne user account, 
wherein the predefined condition comprises origination of the 

communioations coimection from one of a pluraUty of predefined 

sources. \ 

2. The method of claim 1, wherein the communications connection comprises 
a phone call. \ 



3. The method of claim u, wherein the communications connection comprises 
a digital subscription Ime ("DSL"). 

4. The method of claim 1, Wherein the communications coimection comprises 
an Ethernet coimection. \ 

5. The method of claim 1, wherein the predefined condition fiirther comprises 
a destination number of the communications connection. 

6. The method of claim 1, wherein the predefined condition further comprises 
an access code. \ 

7. The method of claim 1, further comprising notifying a user of the amount 
of the prepaid credit. \ 

8. The method of claim 1, wherein the predefined condition further comprises 
a determination that the communications connection is a long distance call. 

9. The method of claim 1, further comprising bypassing toll restrictions if a 
bypass code is received. \ 
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10. XAe method of claim 1, further comprising accepting a code number to 
access the user account. 

11. The method of claim 1, further comprising terminating the communications 
connec^tion if the predefined condition is not met. 

12. A method for prepaid wireline, comprising: 

crediting a^rst user account with a first prepaid credit amount, wherein the 

first userVccount comprises a first access code; 
crediting a secbnd user account with a second prepaid credit amount, 

wherein the second user account comprises a second access code; 
receiving a proffered code and an origination of a communications 

connection; \ 

if the origination of\he call is a predefined source and the proffered code 
comprising the fiiBt access code, deducting the cost of the 
communications connection from the first prepaid credit amount; and 

if the origination of theYommunications connection is the predefined 
source and the code comprising the second access code, deducting the 
cost of the communications connection firom the second prepaid credit 
amount. \ 

13. The method of claim 12, fiinJier comprising bypassing toll restrictions if a 
bypass code is received. \ 

14. The method of claim 12, furtner comprising deducting the cost of the 
communications connection fromXat least one of the first user account or 
second user account if the communications connection is long distance. 

15. A computer readable medium for prenaid communications, comprising: 
a first set of instructions for crediting Auser account with prepaid credit 

associated therewith; \ 
a second set of instructions for deductinathe cost of a communications 
connection firom the credit in the user account if a predefined condition 
associated with the communications connection is detected; and 
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where

the predefined condition comprises the origination of the 
lunications connection originating from a predefined source. 



A computenreadable medium for prepaid communications, comprising: 
a first set of instructions for crediting a first user account with a first 

prepaid credit amount, wherein the first user accoxmt includes a first 

access code; \ 

a second set of instrumions for a second set of instructions for crediting a 

second user accountWith a second prepaid credit amoimt, wherein the 

second user account iiKsludes a second access code; 
a third set of instructions for (detecting a code and origination of a 

communications connection^ 
a fourth set of instructions for deoucting the cost of the communications 

connection from the first prepaiou^redit amount if the origination line of 

a phone call is a predefined sourcej^nd 
a fifth set of instructions for deducting tnfe cost of the communications 

connection fi-om the second prepaid creoit amount if the origination of a 

call is the predefined source and the code is the second access code. 
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
